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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


of  Rotherham  Rural  District 


There  are  certain  well  proved  facts  and  a  great  deal  of  unproved 
theory  about  English  disease.  The  facts  are  simple. 

The  disease  is  due  to  bacterial  infection  and  to  cold,  damp  and 
dirty  air.  It  is  worse  in  industrial  districts  where  the  grit,  fumes 
and  smoke  of  industry  pollute  the  atmosphere.  Cigarette  smokers  sixffer 
more  heavily  from  English  disease,  because,  not  content  with  breathing 
s\ilphur  dioxide,  tar  and  a  large  variety  of  harmful  chemicals,  they  feel 
compelled  to  add  the  irritating  smoke  of  burning  tobacco  leaves  to  the 
sufferings  of  their  lungs. 

Industry  affects  the  chests  of  men  working  all  day  long  in  dirty 
atmospheres  but  their  wives  do  not  entirely  escape  because  statistics 
show  that  women  living  in  industrial  districts  die  more  frequently  from 
English  disease  than  women  in  the  sweeter,  rural  airs  of  the  south  and 
west. 


It  is  difficult  to  get  away  from  air  pollution.  The  enormous  effort 
put  into  the  recording  of  air  pollutants  by  hundreds  of  stations  all  over 
the  country  shows,  if  it  shows  anything  at  all,  that  even  a  modest 
collection  of  houses  raises  the  amount  of  dirt  in  the  atmosphere,  so  that 
seaside  resorts  and  health  spas  are  liable  to  siiffer  noticeably  from  the 
dirt  of  their  domestic  chimneys.  It  also  shows  that  the  smoke  blanket 
spreads  out  over  hundreds  of  square  miles  and  it  is  a  fallacy  to  think 
that  a  person  can  get  away  from  dirty  air  by  living  ten  miles  out  of  town. 
The  dirt  is  thinner  there  but  it  is  still  present.  The  smoke  from 
Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  drifts  into  the  agricultural  co\antryside  of 
Lincolnshire  so  that  inhabitants  of  small  farming  hamlets  fifty  miles 
away  ought  to  take  an  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Sheffield  and 
Manchester  Clean  Air  Committees.  They  benefit  from  their  operations. 

The  usual  human  reaction  when  anything  is  wrong  is  to  blame  the 
other  man  and  this  is  what  happens  when  dirty  air  comes  under  discussion. 

A  miner  whose  living  depends  upon  the  sale  of  coal  quite  naturally 
is  impatient  with  criticism  of  the  use  of  coal  in  domestic  fires,  is  only 
too  ready  to  point  to  the  much  dirtier  atmosphere  in  which  he  works  and 
to  the  filth  from  the  factories  all  around  him.  He  is  unmoved  by  the 
warnings  of  the  dangers  of  cancer  of  the  lung  due  to  cigarette  smoking 
and  is  quick  to  retort  that  pneumoconiosis  to  him  is  a  more  immediate 
risk.  His  wife  knows  perfectly  well  that  smokeless  fuel  is  going  to 
cost  her  more  in  spite  of  all  the  statistics  which  try  to  prove  the 
opposite  and  she  has  found  out  by  now  that  new  grates  to  bum  smokeless 
fuel  are  not  supplied  free. 

Factory  managers  have  their  own  type  of  resistance  when  their 
chimneys  come  under  criticism.  They  are  only  too  ready  to  quote  statements 
that  the  coal -burning ,  domestic  fire  is  responsible  for  half  the  air 
pollution  and  to  insist  that  factories  must  carry  on  or  we  will  all  die  of 
starvation. 

So  we  finish  up  with  strong  resistance  to  change  from  all  quarters 
and  with  all  these  deaths  in  infants  and  in  old  people  which  can  be 
fairly  described  as  avoidable.  Here  is  enormous  human  waste  and 
unnecessary  human  suffering.  It  is  not  pleasant  to  see  elderly  people 
coughing  up  small  parts  of  their  lungs  day  by  day  until,  gasping  for  air, 
they  finally  die,  and  it  is  not  possible  to  sit  on  the  fence  and  agree 
with  everyone  who  wants  matters  to  remain  just  as  they  are.  In  my  opinion, 


it  is  inevitable  that  a  responsible  Government  should  take  steps 
io  cleL.  up  the  dirty  atmosphere.  Domestic  refuse  ^d  sewage  cannot  be 
tipped  into  the  streets  and  these  are  less  harmf^  th^  the 
which  is  blown  into  the  atmosphere.  Coal  will  have  to  be  replaced 
with  smokeless  fuel  and  the  efforts  of  the  Clean  Air  Commttee  to 
restrain  factories  from  throwing  out  harmful  waste  into  the  air  will 
require  persistent  encouragement. 

. -A  reduction  in  cigarette  smoking  cannot  be  avoided.  _  The  only 

value  in  the  anti-smoking  campaign  at  present  is  that  it  is 

the  population  for  the  heavier  taxation  of  tobacco  which  is  the  only 

effective  way  of  reducing  this  serious  menace. 

There  is  no  hope  of  improving  out*  damp  cold  winters  but  there  is 
no  reasorwhy  we  shLld  suffer  from  chest  trouble  to  such  ^  excessive 
extent  compared  with  our  European  neighbours  so  that  we  actually  have 

a  disease  named  after  us.

Distribution  of  Dried  Milk  and  Other  Foods 

I  am  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  various  Voluntary  Committees 
who  give  their  time  week  after  week  to  attend  the  clinics  for  the  purpose 
of  selling  milk  foods,  weighing  babies,  etc.  This  help  is  also  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  mothers  attending  the  clinics. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

Ante-Natal  sessions  were  held  by  family  doctors  for  their  own  patients 
at  Brinsworth,  Dalton,  Swallownest,  Thiircroft  and  ?.rickersley  Clinics,  Nine 
doctors  held  six  weekly  sessions.  This  scheme  ensured  closer  co-operation 
between  family  doctor,  midwife  and  the  health  visitor  who  met  at  these  weekly 
sessions,  discussed  the  cases  and  who  were  all  aware  of  any  complications 
which  developed  before  the  confinements.  One  midwife  attended  a  general 
practitioner's  ante-natal  session  at  his  own  surgery, 

Mothercraft  and  relaxation  exercises  classes  were  held  by  the  midwives 
and  health  visitors  at  five  clinics;  Brinsworth,  Dalton,  Swallownest,  Thurcroft 
and  VTickersley  and  1,130  attendances  were  made. 


The  standard  of  accommodation  in  clinic  buildings  was  greatly  improved 
by  the  new  clinics  at  Brinsworth,  Swallownest,  Thurcroft  and  Wickersley  and 
by  the  renting  of  new  or  reconditioned  Village  Halls  at  Catcliffe,  Laughton, 
Treeton  and  \7histon. 

Approval  was  given  by  the  Cotinty  Council  for  the  building  of  a 
new  clinic  at  Brampton  Bierlow  and  this  should  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
service.

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Their  Children 


70  cases  in  the  Division  were  reported  to  me  for  attention  during  1964* 

27  mothers  were  under  20  years,  31  were  20  to  30  years  and  12  were  30 
years  of  age  and  upwards. 

52  were  single  women.  I4  were  married  women,  hut  had  illegitimate 
pregnancies.  4  were  widowed  and  divorced  women.

Meetings  of  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee  for  the  care  of  Children 
Neglected  in  their  own  homes  have  always  had  a  good  attendance.  One 
meeting  was  held  in  I964  at  Swallo\7nest  Clinic. 

One  problem  family  had  free  Home  Help  service  dirring  December, 

There  was  a  transformation  in  the  home  from  the  cleanliness  point  of  view 
and  the  family  was  given  a  new  start  after  assistance  for  33  working  hours. 

Health  Education 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

The  planned  monthly  programme  of  Health  Education  was  carried  out  at 
most  clinics.  Pull  use  was  made  of  material  supplied,  pegboard  displays, 
flannelgraphs,  clothing,  posters,  etc. 

Mothers*  Clubs 

There  are  now  four  Mothers'  Clubs  in  the  Division,  the  Health  Visitors 
have  responded  to  requests  for  films  and  speakers  at  the  evening  meetings  of 
these  clubs.  Subjects  were;- 

1.  Diets  foi  toddlers. 

2.  Budgeting. 

3.  Care  of  the  sick  child. 

4.  Home  safety. 

5.  Smoking. 

6.  Sensible  toys. 


Sound  projection 

During  the  year,  there  were  48  film  shows,  subjects  relating  to  the 
project  of  the  month,  in  clinics  and  schools.  Eighteen  film  strips  have 
been  shown  in  clinics.  Most  frequently  used  were;  Home  Safety,  Hygiene 
and  Normal  Delivery.  During  September,  the  film  "That  they  shall  Live" 
was  shown  at  Swallownest  to  staff  and  some  members  of  the  public. 
Demonstrations  being  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Ambulance  Department. 

Home  Accidents 

As  in  previous  years,  visits  were  paid  where  injuries  required 
hospital  admission.  The  number  of  visits  paid  was  74*  The  largest  group 
of  accidents  of  children  under  5  years  is  still  burning  and  scalds  and 
overdose,  chiefly  of  aspirins.  Individual  advice  is  given  by  the  Health 
Visitors  in  all  cases  and  suitable  leaflets  distributed,.

Essentially;  tuberculosis  is  a  declining  disease.  The  persistently 
high  number  of  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register  tends  to  cause  confusion 
because  screening  by  the  Hass  Radiography  Unit  has  brought  in  many  cases  of 
a  mild  type  who  previously  would  have  escaped  recognition. 


The  really  important  cases  from  the  public  health  point  of  view  are 
the  pulmonary  cases  with  infectious  sputum.  These  cases  are  better  controlled| 
than  ever  before  with  antibiotic  drugs,  surgery  and  hospital  isolation  so 
that  the  spread  of  infection  is  less  among  the  community  and  added  impetus 
is  given  to  the  decline  in  tuberculosis  deaths. 


There  is  no  difficulty  in  examining  contacts.  People  are  only  too 
willing  to  attend  for  x-rays,  skin  tests  and  B.C.G.  vaccination. 


Arrangements  were  made  for  the  attendance  at  the  Mass  Radio^aphy  Unit 
of  all  school  leavers  with  strongly  positive  tuberculin  sicin  tests,  iheir 
chest  x-rays,  however,  were  all  negative. 


Efforts  to  persuade  elderly  men  and  women  to  attend  public  chest 
sessions  were  not  particularly  successful.  Talks  were 

Clubs  and  members  of  Old  People's  Welfare  Committees  supported  the  proposal, 
with  little  success. 


Mass  Radiography 

In  the  visits  paid  to  the  Division  this  year,  only  930  persons  attended 
the  public  sessions  and  72  chest  abnormalities  were  discovered, 

1  active  case  of  tuberculosis.  The  most  frequent  complication,  as  might 
be  expected  in  a  coal -mining  area,  was  pneumoconiosis.

The  Chest  Clinic  deals  with  Rotherham  Borough  as  well  as  this  Division  and 
the  only  cases  given  extra  nourishment  in  Rotherham  Borough  are  a  handful  of 
cases  receiving  occasional  help  from  the  After-Care  Coranittee. 

The  niomber  of  cases  receiving  milk  in  this  Division  is  steadily  declining 
and  consists  mainly  of  elderly  men  in  poor  circumstances  who  have  been  on  the 
list  for  years.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Psychiatric  Social  Clubs 


In  the  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963,  reference  was  made 
to  the  suspension  of  meetings  of  the  Maltby  Psychiatric  Social  Club  due  to 
certain  building  operations  in  progress  at  the  Training  Centre.  The  work 
has  now  been  completed  and  it  is  hoped  to  arrange  for  meetings  to  be  resumed, 
with  the  Training  Centre  as  the  venue,  when  the  vacant  appointment  of  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  for  this  Division  has  been  filled. 

Training  Centre 

The  service  the  Centre  provides  appears  to  be  more  widely  appreciated 
amongst  the  parents  of  sub-normal  children  and  v^hilst  cases  occasionally  arise 
where  there  is  a  marked  reluctance  or  stubborn  refusal  to  allow  children  to 
attend,  there  is,  on  the  whole,  a  greater  readiness  to  accept  the  care  and 
training  available.  There  was  a  high  rate  of  admission  during  the  year  and 
the  total  nu^iber  of  trainees  in  attendance  increased  from  88  to  111.  One 
child  only  was  awaiting  entry  on  31st  December  and  admission  in  this  case  has 
since  been  effected. 

The  Special  Care  Unit,  which  was  opened  on  3rd  February,  had  an  initial 
intake  of  3  patients;  this  number  had  increased  to  15  at  the  year  end.  The 
Unit  has  proved  to  be  of  great  help  and  has  enabled  the  parents  of  the  low 
grade  subnonnal  children  it  accommodates  to  cope  more  effectively  with  their 
particular  problem  and  difficulties;  it  has  been  of  such  assistance  that  in 
two  cases,  the  names  of  the  children  concerned  have  been  removed  from  the 
hospital  waiting  list  at  the  parents’  request. 

The  adult  trainees  have  been  fully  engaged  on  industrial  work  which  has 
steadily  increased  both  in  scope  and  in  quantity;  contracts  embracing  a 
variety  of  articles  have  been  fulfilled.  The  County  Council’s  payments  to 
patients  scheme,  introduced  during  the  week  commencing  5th  April,  has  provided 
a  welcome  incentive  and  has  been  appreciated  by  the  trainees  affected. 

The  total  disbursements  under  the  scheme  amounted  to  £394*  Qs*  Od.  during 
the  year .

shortage  of  beds  in  Middlewood  Hospital  showed  no  sign  of  improvement 
and  It  was  necessary  on  occasions  to  defer  admission  arrangements;  this  was 
particularly  so  in  the  case  of  elderly  patients  and  was  largely  due  to  the 
bed  blockage  in  the  hospital's  geriatric  ward  resulting  from  the  continued 
detention  of  persons  no  longer  in  need  of  treatment  but  whose  discharge  could 
not  be  effected  by  reason  of  the  inability  of  the  relatives  or  Welfare 
Authorities  to  provide  accommodation.  One  elderly  female  patient  was  still 
awaiting  a<l.iission  to  the  hospital  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

w  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  referred  to  the  Mental 

Welfare  Officers,  297  cases  being  reported  compared  with  238  in  the  previous 
year.  Assistance  was  provided  in  securing  the  admission  of  85  persons  to 
hosptal,  49  of  whom  agreed  to  enter  informally.  Of  the  patients  admitted, 

4  led  in  hospital,  70  were  discharged  after  varying  periods  of  treatment  and 
11  were  still  detamed  at  the  year  end.  Whilst  the  length  of  stay  varied 

from  one  week  to  six  months,  66^  of  the  patients  admitted  were  discharged 
within  eight  weeks. 

Arrangements  for  clinical  follow-ups  were  made  in  comparatively  few 
cases  but  an  increasing  number  of  patients  were  referred  for  after-care.  In 
m^y  instances,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  had  had  no  previous  contact  with 
the  person  referred  ae  admission  to  hospital  had  been  the  result. of  a 
direct  approach  by  the  family  doctor  or  soma  other  practitioner;  it  would  be 
helpful  in  such  cases  if  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  could  be  supplied  with 
prior  notice  of  discharge  to  enable  him  to  visit  the  patient  in  hospital  and 
establish  a  satisfactory  working  relationship  before  actual  discharge  takes 
place.  So  far  as  after-care  is  concerned,  concentrated  effort,  coupled  with 
patience  and  understanding,  is  required  in  the  majority  of  cases;  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  the  assistance  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  provided 
enabled  a  large  number  of  patients  to  resettle  at  home  and  resume  their  normal 
life  in  the  community.  It  is  considered  that  some  form  of  occupational 
therapy  would  be  of  great  help  in  many  cases;  in  the  absence  of  sheltered 
workshops,  the  appointment  of  a  craft  instructor,  qualified  to  provide 
handicraft  instruction  in  a  patient's  home  would  make  an  effective 
contribution  towards  meeting  the  need  which  at  present  exists. 

Mentally  Subnormal  Patients 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  198  patients  (compared  with  197  at  31.12.63) 
were  on  the  Care  and  Guidance  list  and  were  receiving  home  visits  from  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers.  Of  this  number.  111  were  attending  Maltby 
Training  Centre,  1  was  awaiting  entry  thereto,  18  were  in  employment,  46 
were  occupied  at  home  and  22  were  neither  capable  of  any  form  of  employment 
or  occupation  nor  suitable  for  Centre  training. 

Admission  to  permanent  hospital  care  was  secured  in  3  cases  during  the 
year  and  the  number  on  the  waiting  list  was  reduced  to  5.  There  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  short-stay  hospital  beds  and  11 
patients  were  admitted  to  temporary  accommodation  of  this  nature. 

The  Special  Care  Unit  at  Maltby  Training  Centre  is  admitting  practically 
all  the  low  grade  subnormal  children  in  the  Division  when  they  reach  the 
age  of  5  years.  It  is  estimated  that  the  number  in  attendance  will  reach

A  cesspool  emptying  service  is  operated  hy  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Three  Dennis  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  are  maintained  for  this  purpose  and 
two  of  the  vehicles  are  employed  full-time. 

In  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  which  are  not  sewered,  there  are 
404  houses  drained  to  265  cesspools,  (in  some  cases,  two  or  more  houses  are 
drained  to  one  cesspool.  The  number  of  cesspools  in  the  district  was  increased 
by  4  during  the  year. 

A  minimum  storage  capacity  of  1,400  gallons  per  house  is  specified  for 
each  cesspool  to  enable  a  fortnightly  emptying  service  to  be  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

The  question  of  providing  small  sewage  treatment  plants,  instead  of 
cesspools,  at  suitable  sites  received  further  consideration  and  five  property 
owners  agreed  to  instal  this  type  of  plant.  The  settlement  tanks  will  be 
de-sludged  every  six  months  by  the  cesspool  emptying  vehicles;  this  arrangement 
represents  a  saving  in  time  which  is  so  important  as  the  vehicles  can  barely 
maintain  a  regular  service  for  the  onptying  of  cesspools. 


The  annual  cost  of  emptying  each  cesspool  for  financial  year  ended 
31st  Hlarch,  I964,  was  £18.  5s.  7d.
